DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8 and 10-11, now renumbered claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The primary reason for allowance of claim 1 is that the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest a portable preservation apparatus comprising a cooling box having a lid 
with at least one perfusion pump mounted at least partly in the lid and a connector 
detachably connected to the lid on a side which faces the organ chamber with a 
package connected and extending from the connector, in which the connector has one 
or more passages to permit preservation fluid in the package to be pumped by the 
perfusion pump. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
